“Damage will consist chiefly in 
lowering the grade of the fruit, 
which was slightly scarred, but the

New Type of Womanhood 
Seen in Earlier Years 


Greater Strength Found in 
Physical Education

CLEVELAND, Dec. 11.—A more 
youthful, tall and sturdy college 
girl has taken the place of the

college girl of yesterday, accord- 
ing to a survey made public 
Oberlin College, which shows that 
a distinetily new type of Ameri- 
can womanhood is being. evolved. 
The physical education depart- 
ment of Oberlin: was one of the 
the first to offer a course to wom- 
en and the survey is based upon 


tabulations of careful tests of 1600 
girls over a period of thirty-six 
years. 

‘ihe Oberlin freshmen of today 
is only slightly over.eighteen years 
years of age while her o9-19%8 | 


sors of 1886-1903, and .1909-1915 
were more than nineten years of 
age. But the  eighteen-year-old 
girl of today is two inches taller | 
than the nineteen-year-old girl of 
yesterday. The girl in the middle | 
period was the plumpest. 

The 1922 girl, while four pounds 
heavier than the gorl of the nine- 
ties is—possibly owing to her de- 
sire to conform to the demand of 
the sartorial silhouette for slender- 
ness-——not quite so heavy as the girl 
of 1909-1915.

her first year at. collece. 

The girls in each of the three 
periods made a great gain in lung 
capacity by the end of the first 
year, this gain amounting to ‘from 
ten to nineteen cubic inches. Chest 


expansion increased correspond- 
ingly. 
A marked increase in strength 


results from one year’s physical 
education, according to the tabu- 
lations. In every period the stu- 
dents’ strength of back, for ex- 
ample, has increased about twenty 
pounds, the girl of 1922 having a 
lifting power of 160.8 pounds 
when she entered college and 180.4 
pounds by the end of her fresh- 
man year.

He was 
born in Dundee, Ill., im 1846, and 
was the son of Allan Pinkerton, 
who founded the famous Pinker- 
ton agency seventy-three years ago. 


In 1861 he entered the secret 
service division of the United 
States Army, serving through the 
Civil War. 


When the war was over he en- 
tered his father’s office as a clerk 
and later he and his brother be- 
came partners in the business of 
the agency, to which they suc- 
ceeded on the death of their father 
in 1884. On the death of the 
brother, the latter's interests were 
taken over by the nephew, Allan 
Pinkerton, who will now have sole 
charge agency. 

The kerton agency is one of 
the largest institutions of its kind 
in the world, with branches in 
thirty-seven cities. It works in

An immense business 
could he done in selling coal to 
Italy at one-quarter of the price 
she now pays to England, thus ren-. 


|dering all competition impossible. 


Almost all th® countries bordering 
the Mediterranean have needs for 
coal.

Jugo-Slavia also has entire 
mountains of iron, unexploited, ac- 
cording to her Ambassador. The 
ore, he declared, contains 63 per 
cent of pure iron. Other mines, 
with fortunes in iron, chrome,

erals are situated at Vares, Zel- 
jeznica, Skoplje, Veles and other 
Jugo-Slavia potnts. 

“In order to exploit the mines 
of Ljubija,”” he continued, “a rail- 
way fifty-four miles in length and 
connecting Pihach In Bosnia with 
Knin in Dalmatia, is needed. To 
obtain permission to exploit the 
mines of Ljubija and to construct 
the railway it would be necessary 
to obtain a concession from the 
government.” | 

Ambassador Pavicich dwelt also 
upon the golden opportunities that 
await those who finance Jugo- 
Slavia’s bauxite deposits, from: 
which aluminum is extracted. The 
capital required to purchase the 
concessions and construct the 
necessary aerial railways was es- 
timated at $1,500,000. 

“It would be difficult to mention 
any mineral that is not to’ be 
found in the mountains of the 
kingdom,” he said in conclusion. 
“Our mountains abound in iron, 
vinc, lead, manganese, copper, 
chrome, pyrite, antimony magne- 
site, mercury, gold, silver, asphalt, 
naphtha, cement and marble of the 
most different and beautiful varie- 
ties.

| TUBERCULOSIS—No, 


In the last two papers on ed 
berculosis we talked on the pre-| 
vention of that disease, and I told! 
you that tuberculosis was caused 


by a specific germ called the ty-| 


 bercle bacillus, engrafted on non-' life. 


resistant tissue. In general, the 
factors which caused a lowering of 
the body resistance are unhygienic 
surroundings, employment in’ dust- 
producing industries, lack of suf- 
ficient rest and sleep, vicious per- 
sonal habits, such as the use of al- 
eohol or morphine, and disorders 
of. nutrition, especially underfeed- 
ing. 
Now let us have a little on the 
curative side. As I told you yester- 


culosis are quite common, and évi- 
dences of healed tubercles are 
found in the lungs of a large per- 
centage of adults, both gvhen ex- 
amined by X-ray and in post-mor- 
tems. The fact that the disease has 
failed to spread shows that the 
patient’s resistance has been suf- 
ficient to check it and shows that 
tiberculosis can be cured. 

The tubercle bacilli differ from 
the germs of the acute infections 
in their time of multiplying and 
producing their poisonous effects 
on the system. The acute infec- 
tious germs—those germs produc- 
ing “pneumonia, measles, scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, whooping 
cough, etc.—usually produce their 
symptoms within a week or s0, 
and the resistive forces of the body 
usually overcome them in a short 
time. 

The tuberculpsis germs, on the 
other hand, are slow. in developing 
and are resistant to the defensive 
forces .of the body so months! 
and years may intervene between 


the time of infection and the 
time of symptoms. Quring this 
lo ‘period, the germs are shut 


up in the body surrounded by a 
wall of cells forming what we call 
a tubercle. I have told you that 
anything that lowers the resistance 
or the natural defensive forces of 
the body can cause these little 
walls to break down. 

Now when*these germs are lib- 
erated, they are no longer the ap- 
parently harmless germs they were 
before, and if the disease is not 
checked abscesses will form and 
produce cavities in the tissues, 

Patients may recover both from 
the small infections and from 
those which are widespread. The 
percentage of recovery in those 
who begin the treatment for the 
disease when the infection is just 
beginning, is very high—as high as

COOTE TRIAL IS STARTED 


Oil and Realty Promoter, 


With Embezzlement, First to Testify

During the morning session 
scores of veniremen were examined 
by the prosecution and defense at- 
torneys and just before the noon 
adjournment the jury was com- 
pieted. A thirteenth juryman was 
then examined and seated. No 
witnesses were called during the 
morning. 


DIVERTING FUNDS CHARGED 


Dep. Dist.-Atty. Tracy Becker 
opened the afternoon session with 
a brief address to the jury. He 
stated that the prosecution will 
attempt to show that Coote, know- 
ing that he was unable to continue 
in business, had accepted money 
from clients and then used that 
money to pay others who had 
loaned him large sums. Mr. Beck- 
er declared that when Coote failed 
his books showed that less than a 
week before the failure was an- 
nounced he accepted money from 
his clients and at once paid it out 
on his own accounts instead of in- 
vesting it as ordered by the per- 
sons who gave him the money. 

As the first witness for the State, 
Parkford testified that he had em- 
ployed Coote to purchase in the 
open market 1000 shares of oil 
stock. He testified that he had 
authorized payment of various 
sums to Coote and had never been 
able to secure deliverwlof the stock 
or return of his money. The last 
check paid by the Parkford in- 
terests to Coote was for $24,342.50, 
baccording to Mr. Parkford. 

Abrahams was the second wit- 
ness called by the prosecution. He 
identified a number of checks, and 
receipts which passed between the 
Coote office and his own during the 
sup purchase of the oil stock. 
He stated that he hed signed ull 
of the checks and had sent them 
to Coote’s offices. He declared that 
the stock was never delivered. 


DEALINGS DESCRIBED

‘The 
usual five-reel and short-ree] ac- 
itivities of the studio will be kept 
up, but the expansion that prob- 
ably will come.in the next year 
will consist of the making of 
elaborate pictures from book and 
play material.” 

He added that it is not improb- 
able that some of the plays will 
come from Europe, for there ls 
‘much literary materia) thore, he 
believes, that is good for the best 
screen versions. As to talent, he 
suggested the possibility of Euro- 
pean actcrs coming, but more par- 
ticularly he mentioned the posal- 
bility of one director, whose ca- 
reer and antecedents are interest- 


ing. 

While in Berlin Mr. Bernheim 
looked at a number of film plays 
to gain an insight into possibie 
competition for American-made 
—- as well as the possibility 

of tinding new talent. 

One picture, while mediocre in 
story and cast, struck him as 4 
remarkabie piece of directorial 
work. inquiries brought the in- 
forination that it was made by an 
Almerican, tormerly a student in 
an American medical university, 
who went to Europe to complete 
his training. While studying in 
Berlin he drifted into motion pic- 
tures and quickly gained a hold. 
He is now rated as one of the 
three or four leading artists of 
Germany. Mr. Bernaeim would 
not announce his name, staiing 
that pending negotiations wouid 
be completed and the full facts 
given out in a few weeks, unless 
some unforeseen Ritch prevented 
this. 

“European pictures are in less 
danger of disturbing the American 
market today than ever before,” 
he stated. “This is chiefly the re- 
of chaos.”
